Montgomery Area 
Recession Fading, 
Statistics Show 


(From Montgomery Ady.) 


There are signs Montgom- 
ery is recovering from a reces- 
sion that for most of its citi- 
zens never really existed, 


But for some it was very real 
and very painful. 


People who watch closely the 
economy of the city say Mont- 
gomery was spared the pains 
of a general recession for two 
reasons— the State govern- 
ment and the U. S. Air Force. 


Government payrolls, trades 
and services give the city a 


reasonably steady economy. 


Areas in the state and na- 
tion hit hardest by the reces- 
sion were the manufacturing 
centers. Montgomery's econo- 
my does not depend to a great 


degree on manufacturing in- 
come, 
Over the state, construction 


is showing an increase. April 
contracts for future construc- 
tion in the state totaled $4%,- 
593,000, a 9 per cent increase 
over the year earlier level, ac- 
cording to figures from the F. 
W. Dodge Corp. 

A breakdown of the contracts 
shows: Noti-residential at $12,- 
230,000, up 6 per cent; residen- 
tial at $18,791,000, up 3 per 
cent; and heavy engineering 
at $11,572,000, up 24 per cent. 

Construction contracts for 
the first four months of the 
year totaled $173,876, an in- 
crease of 39 per cent over the 
same period in 1960. 

Factory workers in Alabama 
continued to earn more per 
hour on an average than those 
in the other Southeastern 
states. The Alabama average 
was $1.94. Only Florida came 
close to that level. iGoerida faec- 
tory workers earned an aver- 
age of $1.91. Total Florida take 
home pay was slightly higher 
because of more hours worked. 

The Federal Reserve Bank 
of Atlanta reported increased 
economic activity in the South 
east during April and May and 
declared there were definite 
signs of economic recovery.

AN OPEN LETTER... 
To Bobby Kennedy, Brother of President- 


Dear Bobby: 


I've been so busy trying to promote the welfare of a 
town in South Alabama named Elba, that I have not had 
time to write to you sooner about your quip a few weeks 
ago that the people in the United States are more broad- 
minded now than when your grandpappy came to Boston 
and there were still signs in some places which read: “No 
Irish Allowed,” 

These were the days when names like Lowell, Long- 
fellow and Alcott were famous in Boston and there were 
still people who remembered a famous “Freedom Rider" 
named Paul Revere. Were they the people you mean were 
less broad-minded than the politicians who run Boston 
now? 

Okay! Let’s assume that the Adamses, the Cabots and 
the Lodges of a hundred years ago were less broad-mind- 
ed than those who first elected your brother to Congress 
which, I believe, was about the time a famous Irish mayor 
of Boston was convicted of using the U. S. mails to de- 
fraud and was sentenced to federal prison, The Boston po- 
liticians ram-rodded a bill through the Massachusetts le- 
gislature to provide that he receive his mayor's salary 
while in jail. Is that what you mean by being broad-mind- 
ed? 


Then when this self-same mayor returned home from 
prison he was met at the railroad station by a bigger crowd 
than that which greeted Lindbergh after he had flown the 
Atlantic, and given a far more tumultous welcome. Is that 
what you mean by being broad-minded? 


1 have been on the receiving end of the broad-minded- 
ness exhibited by the people who started the grandson of 
your grandpappy to the presidency. I was editor of a daily 
newspaper in upstate New York where the population 
make-up is similar to that in Boston. I can tell you that 
Southern white people show ten times more respect and 
Kindness towards the Negro than your people showed to- 
wards my family and me, They made it plainer than writ- 
ten signs that we were not wanted by them. 


You were quick to recall your Irish ancestry so, I am 
Sure, I will not be any less broad-minded to continue the 
discussion. As most people know, there are really two Ire- 
Jands. The six Northern counties are independent of the 
government at Dublin which calls itself Hire, The six coun- 
ties of Northern Ireland have one-third the population and 
two-thirds the wealth of the Emerald Isle. They do not 
want to become a part of Hire b > they know that, if 


they do, their prosperity will disappe 
kind of people live in Hire? Their c induct in 
Worl Il tells the story. They refused to join Eng- 
ie against Hitle > @ poor country and 
t qgevast “ they said. 


England and Germany fought each other and tore up 
each other's cities. Yet 1 \ after the war, both Eng- 
and Germany had rebuilt their cities and brought 
prosperity. Eire continues to wallow in filth. lack of 
oling, and, above all, self-pity. 

The Declaration of h lependence, the American Con- 
titution with its guarante of freedom, and separation of 
church and state, had all been a complished before the po- 
tato famine in Hire sent your grandpappy and tens of 
thousands of other countrymen to America. 


And when they arrived here, did they become builders 
like the Germans and Scandanavians who made the Mid- 
west bloom, or the English and immigrants from Wales 
and Northern Ireland who cut and hacked a new country 
in the wilderness of Plymouth Rock, Jamestown and Bir- 
mingham? No! Immigrants from Eire settled in big cities 
like Boston, New York and Chicago where they establish- 
ed political machines which have not yet produced a sin- 
cle statesman, and are so perfectly described by the great 
American writer Thomas Wolfe in his book “Time and the 
Fiver,” 


I regret that I am driven to these comments, but it 
was you who brought up the subject of your ancestors and 
compared their broad-mindedness. with that of the pion- 
cers who built this country, many of whom like Andrew 
Jackson, had forebears who came from Northern Ireland
